Under intense fire he moved in and out of the German lines twelve times 
on legs so badly shattered that both were later removed 


When the Germans counter-attacked, Tilston sat on the 


parapet fighting 
them off with his Sten gun and urging his own men to keep their heads down 


When that charge was shattered the major led his men inside the forest where 
they dug in and held, until the rest of the brigade moved forward

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Nationalized Banks 


The announcement that the new gov- 
ernment of Great Britain will take steps to 
nationalize the Bank of England will bring 
that country into financial line with most 
other units of the Commonwealth which 
have already set up nationally-owned cen- 
tra] banks. 

It is a move completely in line with 
modern economic thinking which realizes 
that the issue of currency andthe creation | 
of credit are pre-eminently the exclusive | 
rights of governments, and that the pri- 
vate monopoly of money and credit is an 
evil and dangerous thing. 

The power wielded by private bankers 
has been almost inconceivable. For the 
right to create credit and issue currency 
is an infinitely more vital thing than the 
right of legislation. Control of the purse- 
strings confers more real power than the 
control of votes. No legislation can suc- 
ceed without the money and credit to im- 
plement it. 

It would be the height of fanatic folly 
to declare or even to imply that the in- 
tentions and purposes of private bankers 
are inherently sinister. The sins of the 
private money monopoly are not sins of 
viciousness, but sins of error. With all the 
good-will in the world, no agency except 
that which is established by the people and 
continually controlled by the people, 
should be able to influence international 
and domestic policy
